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are flatly arranged via spaces and an electrically insulating outer-side 
frame plate and a film electrode composite (MEA) -side frame that are 
integrated soastohold the col lector between them, wherein the outer- side 
frame plate and the film electrode composite (MEA) -side frame have 
openings respectively corresponding to the arrangement positions of 
the unit conductive substrates" . 

However, since this matter is disclosed in the prior-art document, 
SUChas JP2004-47397 A (DAI NI PPON INSATSU KABUSHIKI KAISHA) , 12 . 02 . 2004 , 
it cannot constitute a special technical feature. Therefore, there 
exist among the group of inventions in claims 1-14 no special technical 
feature the inventions in claims 2-3 are described by referring to what 
is described in claim for linking the group of inventions so as to form 
a single general inventive concept . 

Consequently it is clear the group of inventions in claims 1-14 do 
not fulfill the requirement of unity of invention. 

Next, the number of groups of inventions, that is, the number of 
inventions described in the claims of this international application 
and liked so as to form a general inventive concept will be studied. 

Those inventions that are described in claims 1-14 without referring 
to matters in the other claims are four inventions only respectively 
mentioned in claims 1, 4, 7 and 10, the inventions in claims 2-3 are 
described by referring to what is described in claim 1, the inventions 
in claims 5-6 are described by referring to what is described in claim 
4, the inventions in claims 8-9 are described by referring to what is 
described in claim 7, and the inventions in claims 11-14 are described 
by referring to what is described in claim 10; no matter other than 
the above matter for linking a plurality of inventions can be found. 

Therefore, the claims in this international application describe 
four inventions classified as "1-3", "4-6", "7-9", "10-14". 
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
